In Desatrifs Trade Territory it is tire Messenger with tire Purchasing Public 


The Federal Government’s Offer 
to Promote Scientific Farming 


The Messenger ba* received advises 
coming from Win. Ganser of Denton 
that an error was made in reading 
the terms of his proposal to the W ise 
county com m issioners’ court agree­ 
ing to advance a certain amount of 
money to the prosecution of better 
agricultural efforts within W ise coun­ 
ty on condition that our county court 
would appropriate a like amount for 
the same purpose. 
As was original­ 
ly thought, the terms of the proposi­ 
tion were that the federal department 
of agriculture wohld advance $800 
On condition that W ise county would 
put up $400. 
Mr. Gander has since 
corrected this 
m isinterpretation of 
the terras of his proposal, and now 
sets out that the department 
has 
Agreed to donate $400 to W ise coun­ 
ty if the county would appropriate a 
like amount. 
Mr. Ganzer accompan­ 
ies his letter of explanation and cor­ 
rection with certain 
further state­ 
ments that largely lessen the disap­ 
pointment which was felt when the 
letter of correction was first received. 
fie said that the combined appropria­ 
tions of the federal department and 
Of W ise county would be amply suf­ 
ficient to prosecute an energetic bet­ 
ter farming campaign in every com­ 
munity in the county,’ inclusive of the 
regions surrounding all towns and in 
ail sections. 
One of the new features 
of the governm ent’s demonstration 
work is the teaching of the art of 
terracing for soil preservation pur­ 
poses on the sandy slopes of our tim ­ 
ber section. 
We stop to 
inquire 


what the insignificant appropriation 
of $400 will amount to if in single in­ 
stance it can be thoroughly instilled 
into a farmer’s comprehension how 
to build such terraces as will protect 
his soil from washing away. 
W ill 
not this single farm er’s example and 
success attract the studious thought 
and investigation of all other farm­ 
ers who wish to save their hillside 
farms from utter loss by erosion and 
Should this occur, as gradually it 
will, will there not be entailed in 
W ise county in the long run a saving 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars 
by the preservation of soil. In Smith 
county last year a fund of several 
hundred dollars was donated by bus­ 
iness men a^id farmers for the pur­ 
pose of sending a practical farmer to 
the old states of the southeast; there 
to learn the art of terracing, with a 
view to teaching it to the farmers of 
Smith county. 
Yet, this is only one 
of the economical and saving features 
of this great work in behalf of better­ 
ing the condition of the farmers and 
all who are dependent upon them. 
The M essenger is entirely w illing to 
accept the amendment from Mr. Gan­ 
ger which corrects the error made in 
the first reading of his letter. 
It is 
willing, to take Mr. Ganzer’s word for 
it that the total will be sufficient to 
thoroughly prosecute the work in all 
W ise county, and so strongly con-
